Administration leaders, working 
against acceptance of the Republican 
substitute, told their colleagues today 
they had ascertained beyond doubt 
that the substitute was quite as ob- 
jectionable to President Wilson as 
the original reservation adopted in 
November. 

At the White House, it was said 
that the President's views on the 
substitute had been outlined to Sen- 
ator Hitchcock in a letter replying to 
one from the Senate enclosing the 
substitute. 

The development caused no sur- 
prise in the Senate since all elements 
have understood that in opposing 
the substitute Senator Hitchcock was 
working with the President's contfi- 
dence. 
ture to the treaty situation, how- 
ever, when coupled with the arrival 
here today of William J. Bryan, ad- 
vYocating a compromise that would 
obtain the treaty's ratification. Bryan 
Was expected to sce many Demo- 
cratic Senators within the next few 
Gays, bringing again into prominence 
his disagreement with the President 
over the question of reservations. 

Kirby’s Substitute Lost, 

The reservation worl.ed out, but 
not agreed to in the bipartisan c:n- 
ference, was offered - Senator 
Kirby, Democrat, Arkansas, and was 
rejected 45 to 31. All the ILepub- 
licans and Senators Gor Reed, 
Shields, Williams and MHarrison, 
Democrats, voted against it. 

The Senate also promptly rejected, 
46 to 20, the substitute reservation 
Grafted by former President Taft, 
which was offered in the bipartisan 
conference by Senator Hitchcock 
and presented to the Senate today by 
Senator Kirby. The Taft draft dis- 
avowed any legal obligation, but 
gave Congress power t> act under a 
Moral obligation. 

Without a record vote the Senate 
rejected Senator King’s substitute, 
declaring that no obligation would 
be assumed in advance by the United 
States but that Congress would con- 
sider recommendations of the league 
council to protect territorial integ- 
rity of any league member.

“In order completely to exter- 
minate the monarchist idea from 
the minds of the German people, 
the former Government, and es- 
pecially the Socialist members, 
poured out their venom and con- 
tempt on the flight of Empero: 
William, which they character- 
ized as a desertion of the colors, 
ilthough that flight was ac- 
complished in circumstances jus- 
tifying less severe condemnation. 
That same Government now has 
forsaken its duty and left Ber- 
lin without so much as an at- 
tempt to defend itself, as it had 
every possibility of doing. 

“The statement that the troops 
were unreliable was uttered sole- 
ly in order to cause its own flight 
to be more favorably regarded... 

“A Government that was real- 
ly capable of ruling should have 
possessed the strength to carry 
the troops with it. This deser- 
tion will stigmatize the_old Gov- 
ernment in the eyes of the Ger- 
man people and will make its re- 
turn impossible for al] time.”
